above  principle  is  to  he  found.  Not  in  tin* }  not  mean  by  any  of  these  expressions,  to 
constitution,  as  1  inadvertently  said,  hnt  in 
the  canons.  And  1  do  not  now  recollect 
any  instance  in  w'hich  tlie  Bishops  are  ro- 
f[iiireti  to  exercise  any  acts  of  government 
during  the  recess  of  the  conwntions  in 
which  it  is  not  made  necessary  tiiat  lii-y 
should  have  the  concurrence  of  the  stand¬ 
ing  coininiltees  or  councils  of  advice,  unless 
in  certain  cases  whicli  have  been  provided 
for  by  canon.  If  for  example,  a  candidate 
for  orders,  is  to  be  admitted,  lie  auot  be  re- 
coir.men-.ied  by  a  standing  committee  ;  if 
lie  is  to  bo  ordained,  it  must  be  at  their  re- 
cuninicndation — and  so  in  other  instances. 

I  confess  I  have  not  been  accustomed  to 
suppose  that  a  standing  committee  was  ori¬ 
ginally  designed  to  supply  in  some  respects 
the  want  of  a  Bishop,  “  in  case  of  a  vacan¬ 
cy.”  But  that  it  was  intended  to  be  a 

standing  representation  of  the  convention  |  says,  “I  profess  to  be  not  the  advocate 
by  whom  it  was  appointed,  during  the  re¬ 
cess  thereof  to  perform  certain  duties,  and 
exercise  certain  powers  vested  in  them.  I

MACKINAW  MISSION. 

The  following  extract  of  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Hudson,  of  the  Mackinaw  Mission, 
which  recently  came  to  hand,  contains 


heard  him,  aud  was  deeply  impressed 
with  his  doctrine.  She  went  over  to 
him,  with  tiie  intention  of  being  baptiz¬ 
ed.

For 
what  purpose  then  were  they  pre-emi¬ 
nent  ^  Did  it  seem  to  be  the  purpose 
ol  our  Lord  that  they  should  merely 
continue  his  personal  attendants,  and 
that  after  his  crucifixion  their  pre-emi¬ 
nence  should  cease  f  But  that  pre-emi¬ 
nence  continued  after  his  death  and  to 
the  end  of  their  lives.  Was  it  intended 
by  the  Saviour  that  the  number  of  these 
officers  should  be  limited  to  twelve 
AVJicn  one  by  transgression  fell,  another 
was  elected  in  his  place,  and  from 
among  those  who  had  accompanied  our 
Lord  ;  but  farther  on  we  read  that  others 
were  added.  Barnabas  a  thirteenth  : 
Paul  a  fourteenth  :  persons  evidently 
having  the  same  official  character  with 
the  twelve  :  to  say  nothing  at  present 
of  the  directions  given  to  Timothy  and 
Titus,  from  which  directions  it  is  evi¬ 
dent  they  had  the  same  official  charac¬ 
ter  uith  the  apostles. 

It  is  evident  then  that  the  officers  of 
whom  we  arc  speaking  were  pre-emi¬ 
nent.  They  received  the  peculiar  di¬ 
rections  of  our  Lord.  Althougli  an¬ 
other  class  of  officers  existed,  even  the 
seventy,  then  the  twelve  are  continually 
spoken  of.  To  the  twelve  (or  the  re¬ 
maining  eleven  rather)  the  promise 
and  coinmand  in  the  28th  Alattliew  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  specially  given, 
‘‘  The  eleven  disciples  went  away  into 
(ialilec  into  a  mountain  where  Jesus  had 
appointed  them,  and  Jesus  came  and 
spake  unto  them,  saying,  All  power  is 
ziven  unto  me  &c.  Go  ve  therefore  &:c.” 
We  never  read  of  any  other  persons 
ordainins  tlian  these  pre-eminent  offi¬ 
cers.  They  commissioned  Barnabas 
and  Paul  (sceCial.  ii.U.)  They  set  apart 
the  l)Gacon.‘^.  Paul  speaks  of  the  lay¬ 
ing  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery 
in  the  case  of  Timothy,  but  only  of 
that  as  a  concurrent  act ;  for,  he  writes 
to  'Timothy  concerning  his  receiving 
bu  the  laving  on  of  his — Paul’s  hands. 

When  the  reader  meets  witli  these 
facts, — that  none  but  those  called  apos¬ 
tles  ever  had  the  same  pre-eminence  ; 
that  their  pre-eminence  did  not  consist 
in  being  inspiied  or  working  miracles  ; 
that  the  number  was  extended  beyond 
the  twelve ;  that  none  beside  them 
irrr  ordained — (they  ordained  the 
deacons;  James,  Cephas,  and  John, 
ordained  Paul  and  i-arnabas ;  Paul 
and  Barnabas  ordained  elders  ;  Timo- 
ihv  was  ordained  by  Paul,  though  with 
tile  concurrence  of  tlie  presbytery' — 


daining  others,  hut  they  had  advice 
about  taking  heed  to  their  docks.  Some¬ 
times  the  apostles  bore  t.hclr  name  and 
were  called  ciders,  even  ns  a  Roman 
emperor  bore  the  same  diie  w.hlch  be¬ 
longed  to  a  Roman  General  Impera- 
tor ;)  hilt  no  where  are  the  elders  spo¬ 
ken  of  as  possessing  the  same  power.s 
with  the  apostles.  Our  Divine  I^ord 
was  called  diacono«,  a  deacon  or  min¬ 
ister,  and  very  frequently  tiie  greater 
has  some  title  common  to  lihu  ulili  the 
less ;  but  his  having  such  title  never 
destroys  his  superiority.  A  rovetnor 
is  a  magistrate,  hut  it  is  not  true  that 
cverv  magistrate  is  a  governor. 

'I'hc  reader  of  the  Saerd  AVord  then, 
finding  this  distinction  of  officers,  would 
naturally  conclude  it  must  still  exist. — 
He  might  cniptirc  why  the  name  apos¬ 
tle  is  not  now  in  the  church  :  vvliy  dm 
first  class  of  officers  is  designated  by  a 
title  which  in  scripture  was  common  to 
the  second  and  first:  hut  when  irdbrmed 
that  the  name  apostle  was  laid  aside  in 
the  early  ages  out  of  respect  to  those 
who  originally  bore,  it  and  that  the 
name  bishop  was  taken  in  its  stead,  he 
would  be  satisfied.  Seeing  the  two 
officers  existed,  the  name  would  appear 
unimportant.  He  would  expect  to  find 
deacons  also,  such  as  are  spoken  of  so 
Ircqucnily  ;  deacons  like  Philip  who 
preached  atid  hajitiscd  ;  and  discover¬ 
ing  these  along  with  the  two  other  of¬ 
ficers,  he  would  have  reason  to  con¬ 
clude  he  had  discovered  the  foim  of 
church  government  appointed  by  out 
Saviour.

issue  ^  Let  this  consideration  stimulate 
loan  habitual  scrutiny  into  the  actions, 
words,  and  thoughts  of  every  .single  day. 
The  thoughts,  those  multitudinous  and 
busy  rOamers,  should  be  ever  thus  in¬ 
terrogated,  ere  we  close  our  eyes  in 
sleep ;  for  by  them  we  may  discover 
our  own  character,  with  an  accuracy 
and  precision  unattainable  by  our  most 
Intimate  friends.  And  when  first  iIk'sc 
vagrants  were  emancipated  from  the 
bands  of  sleep,  and  reason  offered  to  re¬ 
sume  her  reign,  were  these  d.ay-drcarns 
invited  and  retained  t  Where  were  the 
thoughts  suft'ered  to  speed  their  flig’at  .''
